FREE COLNAGE, 


Ex-Cengregsman Fitch on the 


Wiedom Bill. 

Eprror Gazetre: Secretary Win- 
dom both misapprehends and mis- 
states the position of the friends of 
free coinage when he assumes tbat 
they are instigated mainly by a desire 
to ‘‘corner’’ silver and advance its 
price. The advocates of bi-metalism 
are inspired by other and larger pur- 
poses than the single one ef adding to 
the gains of the silver producers. 
They seek to lift the farmers out of 
the pit of poverty into which the unin- 
telligent rapacity of the gold monomet- 
alist plunged them in 1873; they seek 
to advance the wages of the laborer by | 


increasing the price of every product 
of labor; they seek to lessen the bur- 
den of individual and corporate debt 
by making more plentiful and more 
accessible the only medium by which 
debt can be discharged; they seek to 
awaken capital from its unprofitable 
siesta upon the Couch of bonded in- 
debtedness, to achieve greater useful- 
ness and greater ggin by investment 
in workshop and fdrnace and factory 
and orchard and field ; they seek to in- 
spirit and content the twilers of a world 
by giving them greater equality of dis- 
tribution as well as greater increase of 
the wealth which labor creates. 

None of these larger results of silver 
requonetization can be accomplished 
wnerely by increasing the price of sil- 
ver as a commodity, even if such in- 
crease of price should extend to $1 29 
per ounce. Silver should have no 
price at all, but should be—equally 
with gold—the price of all things else. 
Only the restoration of free coinage 
can undo the wrong wrought by the 
destruction of free coinage. All meas- 
ures which place any limit upon the 
amount to be coined, or upon the 
boundaries within which silver offered 
for coinage must have been produced, 
or upon the legal tender quality of sil- 
ver coin; all measures which provide 
for the issuance or redemption of sil- 
ver certificates upon any different 
terms than those provided for the issu- 
ance or redemption of gold certificates ; 
all conipromising or tampering with 
the great- question of the day will 
prove, inumy opinion, futile of good re- 
suit. Neither fealty to cancus nor al- 
legiance to party should be permitted 
te stand in the way of free coivage, 
and it will be far better, in my opinion, 
to have po legislation at all from the 

gress, than to accept any 
measure which perpetuates in any 
modified form the iniquity of 1873 by 
which silver was degraded from a 
royal metal into a commodity.
